In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 53 
and Section 64 read with Section 123 of the M; jor 
Port Trusts Act, 1963 (Act, 38 of 1963) the Board 
of Trustees of the Port of Visakh’.patnam hereby 
makes the following Regulations, subject to ific 
approval of th) Central Government and the same 
having been pre-pnblisbed in the Andhra Pradesh 
Gazntte as required under Section 124 of the said 
Act, namely: 

1. Short title and commencement: 

(1) The;>e regulation may be called the Visakha- 
patnam Port Trust (Distraint or Ancst and 
sale of Vessels) Regulations, 1988. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
pablication of the approval of Ihe Central 
Government in the Oificial Gazette. 

2. Application: 

These Regulations shall apply to all vessels in 
respact of whch any rates charges or penalties etc., 
are payable under the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 
or under any regulations or orders made thereunder. 

3. Definitions: 

In these Regulations, unless the context otherwise 
requires: 

(i) “ACT” means the Major Port Trusts Act, 
1963 (38 of 1963). 

(ii) “Authorised Agent” means any agent ap¬ 
pointed by th; Msster/O.vncr/Churtcrsr and 
includes Steamer Agent, Shipping Agent and 
clearing and foiwarding agent. 

(iii) “Traffic Manager” means the Officer for the 
time being in charge of the Tnffic Depart¬ 
ment, Visakhrpatnam Fort Trust and includes 
the Djpatics and Assistants to the Tr; ffic 

' Manager and my other Officers acting under 
the authority of the Traffic Manager. 

(iv) “Form” means the form annexed to these 
Regulations. 

(v) “Master” means.Master of the Vessel. 
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on the Bridge Front Bulk head or any other 
conspicuous part of the vessel. 


(vi) ‘Vitoi” meins the rutes/chirges or penalties 
piyable under tho Act, 

(vii) Words and expressions used in these Regu¬ 
lations bit no': defined and defined in the Act 
shall hive the same meanings as arc res¬ 
pectively assigned to them in the Act. 

4, Distraint or arrest of Vessels; 

1. Where any vessel in respect of which the rates 
have not been paid is lying at the Port, a demand in 
Form-I shall be made by the Traffic Man: gc;r upon 
the Master or the authorised Agcnl(s) of the default¬ 
ing vessel requiring to p :y all the rates wiihin a period 
of seven days fiom the date of issuo of tho said de¬ 
mand. 

2. The samo demand shall accompany the copy of 
the bills containing the fall particulars of rates which 
were raised against the owner or agont(s) of the con¬ 
cerned vessel and payment of which still remains due 
to the Board. 

3. The said demand shall bo served upon the 
Mastcr/authorised agcnt(s) and in the event of non¬ 
availability of them, the affixing of the demand notice 
on the Bridge f ont Balk head or any other cons¬ 
picuous part of the vessel shall be doomed as service 
of the demand upon the Master or tho authorised 
agant(.,) of tho vessel. 

4. If the Master or the authorised agont(j) of 
the defaulting vessel refuses or neglects to pay the 
rates or any part thereof within the time limit speci¬ 
fied in the demand made aiponthem, the Botrd may 
adjust the amount due to the Board from out of the 
deposit account of tho Authorised agcnt(s) of the vessel 
or from any other amounts payable to theca by the 
Board. Further the Board may also proceed to 
distrain or arrest such vessel and tho tackle, apparel 
and furniture belonging thereto, or any part thereof 
and detain the same until Ihe amount so due to the 
Board, together wi;h such farther amount as may 
accrue for any period during which tho vessel is under 
distraint or arrest, is paid. 

5. In order to distrain or arrest the defaulting 
vessel, the Traffic Manager shall issue a warrant o 
arrest in Form II clearly specifying the amount due 
an.l indicating that th; distraint or arrost shall con¬ 
tinue until the amount so due to tha Board togothcr 
wi h farther accrual of rates and costs aro paid 
towards full satisfaction of the Board. 

6. (a) The warrant of arrost shall bo served upon 

the Master or the authorised agent(s) of the 
vessel and a copy thereof shall also bo affixed 


(or) 

(b) In cases wharc the Master or the authorised 
Agenda) is not available or avoids service 
of the warrant, tho fixing of the copy of the 
warrant on the Bridge front Bulk herd of the 
vessel shall be deemed as service of the 
warrant upon the Master/authorised Agont(s). 

7. If th; said rates or costs of the distraint, or 

arrest of the vessel or of keeping of the same 
arc not paid by the owner or master or authorised 
Ag :nt(s) of the vessel towards fall satisfaction of tho 
Board within a period of five days next after the 
distress or arrest his been made, the Board shall 
cause the vessel or other things so distrained or 
arrested to be sold. 

8. In the case of a foreign vessel placed under 
distraint or arrest by any order, the Embassy of tho 
Flag Country and the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Surface Transport shall also bo informed. 

5. Sale of distrained or arrested vessel:— 

1. The Traffic Manager shall have a valuation 
survey of the vessel carried out by approved Sur¬ 
veyors to ascertain the reserve sale price of the dis¬ 
trained vessel. 

2. The Traffic Manager shrll obtain the permission 
of the Director General of Shipping before putting 
tho vessel and the tackle, apparel and furniture be¬ 
longing thereto, to sale. 

s 3- The sale shall be held in accordance with tho 
provisions of the Sale of Goods Act, 1930 and also 
in terms of the conditions of sale as per Tender 
j Notice. 

4. Sealed tenders shall be invited from the pros¬ 
pective buyers through press adve tiseme n t, as in 
Form III at least in four leading Newspapers, includ¬ 
ing Hindi and one regional language daily, speci¬ 
fying tho last date for the receipt of tenders. 

5. The prospective buyers shall be permitted in 
writing to inspect the vossel after tho sale notice is 
published in the Press, during a specified period 
which shall be fixed by the Traffic Manager, when 
once they inspected the vessel it shall be deemed 
that they havo full knowledge about ihe position and 
condition of tho vessel and no claim whatsoever shall 
bo entertained on this account. 

6. Each tender shall bo accompanied by an 
earnest money deposit, to bo paid by bank draft, 
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to to fixed by tto: Traffic Manager in each case. No 
other mode of payment shall to accepted. 

7. Th; tenders receivod after th; duo date and 
tim;, shall bo summarily rejected. 

8. Th; sealed tenders sh ill b; opined in the 
presence of tenderers present on the date and time 
fixed by th; Truffle Manager for opining the tondors 
and if any tenderer is not present at the time fixed 
for opening th; tenders, his tender may to summarily 
rejected without opening, giving the reasons. 

9. Th; higtost quoted tenderer rdidl deposit 
25% of th; tendered amount after evaluation of 
tenders on th; date of tenders opening, failing which 
the E.M D. paid by him will be forfeited and his 
tender will to rejected. 

10. Th; acceptance of the offer shall be commu¬ 
nicated to th; successful tenderer. 

11. Th; successful tenderer shall pry j5% of the 
bid amount within five days from the date of accep¬ 
tance of the tender and the balance amount within 15 
days from that date.
